Three Days Left to Sign 
Union Security’ Con- 
tracts Without New 
Restrictions.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—America moved today into a 
memorable week in the history of 
labor-management relations — the 
week when the last and biggest 
chunk of the Taft-Hartley law 
goes into effect. | 

The big date is Friday, Aug. 22, 
60 days after Cungress enacted 
the law over President Truman’s 
veto, 

Unions, for the first time under 
federal law, will be subject to 
prosecution before the National 
Labor Relations Board for such 
practices as coercing employes, 
refusing to bargain, foreing an 
employer to pay for work not ac- 
tually performed, and engaging in 
jurisdictional strikes and certain 
kinds of boycotts. 

Some provisions of the act took 
effect June 23, but the full weight 


of the vast policy changes de- 


creed by the Republican-controlled 
Congress will not be felt until 
Friday. 

The NLRB, which has spent 12 
years protecting the rights of 
workers who want to organize 
into unions, now will protect— 
in addition—the rights of work- 
ers who don't. 

It also will protect the rights 
of employers. 

On Friday, the NRLB will split, 


in effect, into two separate agen- 


cles: (1) A five-man board, which 
becomes a labor court, and (2) 
the “office of the general coun- 
sel,” headed by Robert N.. Den- 
ham. 

This office will investigate and 
prosecute cases before the five- 
man tribunal, and eventually will 
have perhaps nine or 10 times as 
2 employes us the tribunal it- 
self. 

LB regional officials, back

Here are a few of the questions 
that must be decided either this 
week or later: 

1. How to handle the prose- 
cution when an employer and a 
union accuse each other of 
“unfair labor practices.”

fore under the new law, 

3. Just what to do about the 
thousands of old cases already 
pending. 

4. To what extent the CIO 
and the AFL themselves—as 
well as their affiliated unions 
—must comply with the pro- 
visions for filing financial 
statements and non-Communist 
affidavits. (The United Press 
reported today that Robert N. 
Denham, NLRB general coun- 
cil, has ruled that no union can 
be certified as bargaining agent 
if a single officer of the parent 
union fails to sign an affidavit 
denying Communist ties.) 
After today, only three days 
remain in which unions and em- 
ployers can sign closed shop, 
union shop and other union se- 
curity” contracts in the customary 
unrestricted manner. Contracts 
signed before Friday can run one 
year, no longer, 

Starting Friday, the making of 
new closed shop contracts is for- 
bidden. In a closed shop contract 
the employer agrees to hire only 
union members and to fire all 
non-union members. 

So far as the federal law is 
concerned, it will continue to be 
permissible to sign union shop 
contracts, under which non-union 
men can be hired but must then 
join the union to keep their 
jobs. But an employer can sign 
such a contract only if a ma- 
jority of the employes vote their 
approval. 

The situation is complicated by 
the fact that many states have 
passed labor laws this year. Some 
of these have barred not only

400 Delegates From 20 Countries, Including

MONTREUX, Switzerland, Aug.

“Further, the Department of 
Personnel has, ‘at your request, 
after studies, classified many posi- 
tions to higher levels than ever 
before existed in the Health 
Department,” he added. “There is 
no intention at this point to as- 
sume that satisfactory salaries 
have been established for prafes- 
sional physicians in your division; 
however, let us continue our co- 
operative endeavor as in the past 
to see that such salaries are pro- 
vided,” 

Dr. Bredeck, in his letter, said 
the public heatith education di- 
rector and the director of vital 
statistics in Milwaukee each re- 
ceived $3600, Scearce said. Inves- 
tigation, he added, showed that 
both positions are filled by one 
person who receives $4374 a year. 

The health commissioner of De- 
troit, Scearce conceded, receives 
$18,500 a year, but, he pointed out, 
in Detroit, the commissioner is 
head of an entire department 
while here he heads only a di- 
vision. 

No True Comparison. 

“A survey merely comparing 
salaries of similar titles is not 
likely to present a true compari- 
son,” Scearce said. “This survey 
has attempted to compare sala- 
ries of positions in other cities 
with the salaries of positions that 
exist, that have existed and that 
should exist in the St, Louis 
Health Division.” 

The shortage of nurses in St. 
Louis, of which Dr. Bredeck com- 
plained, is part of a nationwide 
shortage, Scearce pointed out. The 
nurses now employed, he added, 
have helped to make up for the 
shortage by devoting a greater 
percentage of time to their work 
than they did previously. 

Dr. Bredeck, on receipt of 
Scearce’s reply, maintained his 
original position that the shortage 
of help in his division is due to 
inadequate pay. In recent months, 
he said, the Health Department 
has lost trained employes from all 
of its branches to other cities 
which offered them higher sala- 
ries. 

He described Scearce's explana- 
tion of a national shortage of 
nurses as “nonsense,” and pointed 
out that the St. Louis Board of 
Education, which offers higher 
wages than the city and longer 
vacations, had no difficulty in 
keeping its quota of nurses filled. 
The information in his letter, he 
said, was based on replies to ques- 
tionnaires sent by the Health De- 
partment to officials of 12 other 
cities.

CUTTING MACHINE 


Spark Apparently Ignit- 
ed Gas at West Frank- 

fort Pit, U.S, Bureau 
Reports.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—A cut- 
ting machine of a type not ap- 
proved by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines was responsible for 
the gas explosion at the New Ori- 
ent Mine at West Frankfort last 
Thursday in which three men were 
killed and two injured, Bureau of 
Mines inspectors telegraphed 


Sparks from the machine ap- 
parently ignited an accumulation 
of gas when the machine began 
cutting into a wall of coal, Daniel 
Harrington, head of the bureau's 
safety division, reported. 

The mine had been examined for 
gas, and declared safe, at 6 a.m. 
and 1:40 p.m. on the day of the 
explosion, the report said. The 
blast occurred at 7:30 p.m. when 


ha night shift crew of 97 men went 
to work. 


Instructions on Use. 

The owners of the mine, the 
Chicago, Wilmington & Franklin 
Coal Co., Chicago, told federal in- 
spectors the night shift foreman 
had instructed the two operators 


whom were killed in the blast, not 
to use the machine until the fore- 
man had inspected the area. He 
had not done so when the explo- 
sion occurred, the company gaid. 

Harrington pointed out that the 
mine has been recognized as a 
gaseous one since it was opened 
25 years ago. He has said pre- 
viously that the mine was a model 
from the standpoint of efficiency, 
use of modern methods and 
steady production. 

The mine operators had been 
warned by Federal Inspector H. 
C, Brumbaugh to make more fre- 
quent inspections for gas less 
than a month before the explosion 
occurred. 

Rock dust, which apparently 
yrevented the explosion from 
spreading througout the mine, had 
been applied to within 60 feet of 
the working face, the report said.

On 
a number of products the extras 
amount to “several hundred per 
cent of the base price,” it was 
stated. 

Industry-accepted rules prevent 
any steel mill from “evading or 
deviating from“ the accepted 
prices, FTC went on.

ANTI-TRUST SUIT 
ON COLOR MOVIES 


‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
asserting a monopoly exists in the 
production of color motion pic- 
tures, announced today filing of 
an anti-trust suit to end “illegal 
arrangements and agreements.” 

Clark said a civil action is being 
filed in the United States District 
Court at Los Angeles, naming as 
defendants Technicolor, Inc., Tech- 
nicolor Motion Picture Corp. and 
Eastman Kodak Co. 

Assistant Attorney General John 
F. Sonnett, in charge oféthe Jus- 
tice Department’: anti-trust divi- 
sion, said in a statement that 
Technicolor, Inc., had entered 
into a series of agreements with 
Eastman whereby patents, new 
developments and technological 
information relating to color pho- 
tography would ‘be reserved for 
Technicolor’s exclusive use in the 
professional field.” 

Sonnett added, Our suit asks 
that all the illegal arrangements 
and agreements be canceled and 
that the court order such relief 


with respect to patents and ‘know- 
how’ as will dissipate the effects 
of the unlawful practices charged 
and permit the establishment of 
free competition in the industry.” 

Sonnett said “Technicolor does 


over 90 per cent of all the business 


in professional color cinematog- 
raphy.” 

Attorney Genera] Clark said in 
a supplemental «statement: 

“This case is a part of the De- 
partment of Justice’s program 


aimed at breaking up monopoly 
power in industry.”

The Rowan, one of eight de- 
etroyers in the search, later picked 
up three more bodies. The 
Hermes sighted another which 
sank. 

Capt. Roy Gans, who directed 
the destroyer division in the 
search, was startled to find one 
of the bodies recovered was that 
of a long-time friend, Capt. Boyer. 

Both from Minnesota, they were 
only a year apart at Annapolis 
and served together until a year 
ago with the chief of naval oper- 
ations in Washington.

On August 13, 1947 at Chicago, the United 


Auto Workers (CIO) and our Company signed 


an agreement which we believe is a fair and 
practical settlement of the much-debated ques- 
tion of union financial liability under the new 
Taft-Hartley Law. 

We think our agreement is fair and practical 
because: 

1. The International Harvester agreement 
does not exempt the union from all suits for 


money damages arising out of wildcat strikes. 


2. But the agreement holds the union re- 
sponsible and liable only for matters which are 


within its reasonable control. 


Ever since the passage of the new law there 
has been controversy over the section which 
gives employers the right to sue unions or 
unions the right to sue employers if either 
party violates the contract between them. A 
number of unions have insisted that employers 
waive all rights to sue for damages arising out 
of contract violations. 

International Harvester’s attitude from the 
first has been this: 

1. We do not expect to conduct our employe 
relations by lawsuits. 

2. We do not ask any union to take responsi- 
bility for things it cannot control. We know 
there have been cases where a union could not 
prevent the outbreak of a wildcat strike. A 
wildcat strike violates the contract because it 
takes place before the contract procedure for 


the orderly settlement of disputes has been 


fully carried out. 

3. We believe a union should take responsi- 
bility for the things it can control. One of the 
things a union certainly can control is whether 
it makes prompt and sincere efforts to get em- 
ployes back to work if a wildcat strike takes 
place. : 


4. Therefore, we asked the UAW-CIO to 


agree in writing in its contracts with us that, 
if a wildcat strike should take place, the union 
would make prompt efforts in good faith, to 
get employes back to work. 

3. We said that if the union made such ef- 
forts in good faith, it would not be open to 
suit. If it failed or refused to make such efforts 


International Harvester’s Agreement with 
UAW-CIO Does Not Waive Our Right to Sue 


in good faith, it would be open to suit. 
Working from these principles, an agreement 


was reached between the UAW-CIO and the 


Company, covering our plants at Fort Wayne, 
Indianapolis, Springfield, Ohio; Evansville, In- 
diana; and Melrose Park, Illinois. That agree- 
ment is as follows: 


Section 1. The Company and the Union 
agree that the grievance procedures pro- 
vided herein are adequate to provide a fair 
and final determination of all grievances 
arising ufſder the terms of this contract. 

It is the desire of the Union and the Com- 
pany to avoid strikes and work stoppages. 


Section 2. If, as a result of the failure of 
an employe to exhaust all grievance pro- 
cedures available under the contract, a work 
stoppage, intentional slow down of produc- 
tion, or strike occurs and such employe is 
disciplined, which may include discharge, 
the disciplinary action (including the alleged 
guilt) taken by the Company shall be sub- 
ject.to the grievance procedure up to, and 
including arbitration. However, no disci- 
plinary action shall be taken against any 
employe subsequent to one week from the 
time the action complained of occurred. The 
term “intentional slow down of produc- 
tion” shall mean a condition of willful re- 
striction or reduction of production by any 
employe which is within such employe’s 
reasonable control. 

Section 3. During any period in which 
employes are engaged in any work stop- 
page, strike, or intentional slow down of 
production before all available settlement 
procedures provided in the contract have 
been exhausted, the Company will not be 
required to bargain with representatives of 
the Union with respect to the employes 
engaged in such work stoppage, strike or 
intentional slow down of production. 


Section 4. (A) In any case where a work 
stoppage or strike occurs because of a 
grievance which is arbjtrable under the con- 
tract, or occurs without all available griev- 
ance procedures having been exhausted, 
the Union will, in its discretion, or upon 


proper signed notification by the Company 
to the Union, post the following notice 
throughout the entire Works affected there- 
by, on the bulletin boards referred to in the 
Local Union Contract: 


“Ts All Members of Local ..... 
Dated’. sccccccccecscvccee 


You are advised that certain ac- 
tion took place today in Depart- 
ment... . or Line. . This 
action was unauthorized by both 
the Local and International Union. 


Vou are directed to promptly re- 
turn to your respective jobs and to 
cease any action which may affect 
production. The grievance(s) in dis- 
pute will be processed through the 
regular grievance procedures pro- 
vided for in your contract.“ ! 


It is agreed that an authorized officer of 
the local union and/or an authorized officer 
of the International Union shall sign the 
notice above referred to. 


(B.) Upon notification given the Union by 
the Company that the action referred to in 
the preceding sub-section has not brought 
about a termination of such work stoppage, 
strike or intentional slow down of produe - 
tion the Union will take such further steps 
as it, in its discretion considers reasonable 
and appropriate under the circumstances to 
bring about compliance with the notice re- 
ferred to in sub-section A above. 


Section 5. The Company agrees that in 
consideration of the performance by the 
Union of the undertakings herein’ assumed 
by it in Section 4 hereof with respect to the 

termination of unauthorized strikes and 
work stoppages, there shall be no liability 
by suit for damages on the part of the 
Union, its officers, agents or members, for 
breach of contract of any kind or character 
whatsoever ; the sole recourse and exclusive 
remedy of the Company in the event of such 
breach being those which are specifically 
provided for in this agreement. 


We believe our agreement does not restrict any 


legitimate union activity, that it will assure us 


of a responsible attitude on the part of the 
Union, and that, in doing these things, it meets 
the intent of Congress under the Taft-Hartley 
law to protect the American public against loss 
of production and loss of income resulting from 
strikes in violation of contracts.

Snyder Announces Refunding 


With New Govern- 
ment Issues. 


‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
tonight announced a refunding of 
$6,735,000,000 of the national debt, 
offering most of the new Govern- 
ment obligations at lower interest 
rates than those maturing. | 

A new offering of 1 per cent 
short-term notes will save the 
treasury $17,000,000 in interest 
payments and ig expected to dis- 
appoint ‘investment interests 
which had hoped for a slight in- 
crease in interest rates. 

However, Snyder also an- 
nounced that the Treasury will 
offer late in September an issue 
of 2% per cent bonds, dated Oct. 
1, the first since 1945. He did not 
disclose the amount of the issue. 

This answer to a wide demand 
for long-term securities will he 
purchasable only by institutions 
holding savings, insurance and 
pension funds—that is, savings 
banks, savings and loan firms, 
insurance companies and the like 
—and by commercial banks which 
have savings deposits, The bonds 
may not be traded in the market. 

By so limiting the sale, Treasury 
aides said, the Government will 
prevent the bonds from being 
added to the reserves of commer- 
cial banks which may use them 
to make additional loans, with in- 
flationary effect, 

The other offerings are: 

On Aug. 20, a 10-month issue of 
certificates bearing % per cent 
interest, in exchange for 32,841, 
000,000 in present certificates 
which expire Sept. 1, the 
same interest. 

Early in September, an issue 
of 12% month notes at 1 per cent 
interest in exchange for the 1% 
per cent Traesury notes falling 
due Sept. 15 amounting to $1,687,- 


000,000, and for a 1% per cent is-. 


sue of $2,707,000,000 maturing on 
the same date. 

The brief statement closed with 
announcement that the Treasury 
will continue to issue United 
States saving bonds, paying 2.9

and Texas Pipe Line Co. 

The line will cost more than 
$22,000,000 and will have a carry- 
ing capacity of 150,000 barrels a 
day, it was estimated. Construc- 
tion is to begin as soon as ma- 
terials now on order are delivered, 
with completion scheduled for 
early in 1949. 

The two companies are now lay- 
ing a 517-mile line from Jal, N. M., 
to Cushing, and the 500-mile ex- 
tension to Wood River and Salem 


will bring crude oil from the 
West Texas-New Mexico fields to 
the Midwest refining area. 

The vy line will be construct- 
ed of inch pipe from Cushing 
to Wood River, paralleling an ex- 
isting double i0-inch line owned 
by Shell. From Wood River to 
Salem, a distance of 61 miles, the 
new line will employ 16-inch pipe. 
There will be five pumping sta- 
tions between Cushing and Wood 
River. 

The Cushing-Wood River seg- 
ment of the line will be jointly 
owned by the two companies, 
while the Wood River-Salem se 
ment will be owned entirely by 
Texas Pipe Line Co.

Soviet Grants 
Amnesty for 
Little Nazis 


Reds at Same Time 
Order Former Ac- 
tive Fascists Re- 
moved From Posts. 


BERLIN, Aug. 18 (AP) 
PROCLAMATION issued by 
Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky, 
Russian military governor, has 
granted amnesty to the thousands 
of “little Nazis” in the Russian 
occupation zone in Germany. 

The action, similar to steps 
taken previously in the American 
zone, grants the right to vote and 


to hold office to all Germans in 


the Soviet zone who formerly had 
been nominal members of the 
Nazi party but had not committed 
“crimes against the peace and se- 
curity of the peoples of Germany 
or other nations.” 


Sokolovsky said the decree 
would permit those affected to 


participate in “the democratic re- 
construction of Germany.” 


The proclamation also charged 
German administrative officials 
“with the task of removing, within 
a period of three months, the 
former active Fascists and mili- 
tarists who hold public and semi- 
public offices and corresponding 
posts in important private enter- 
prises.” 


Dr. W. L. Dorn, American Mil- 
tary Government de-Nazification 
chief, said this directive was “a 
very interesting admission” to be 
made by the Russians after two 
years of ocgupation. 


“We removed the Nazis from 
public offices in our zone long 
ago,” he said. “Furthermore, we 
long ago ordered every active 
Nazi reduced to the position of 
common laborer.”

A “noticeable” slackening in the 
rate at which factories and deal- 
ers added to their inventory stocks 
took place in the first quarter and 
was further accentuated in the 
second quarter, the report indi- 
cated. The net increase was one 
and a half billion dollars in the 
quarter ended June 30, compared 
with $2,700,000,000 in the quarter 
ended March 31, and $5,400,000,000 
in the three-month period which 
ended New Year's eve.

It may be that the Taft-Hartley law will con-

templated by the bill's supporters. It may be 
that labor, which has denounced the law in what 
seems to us intemperate terms, will find that 
it is going to benefit from the law in a most 
unexpected way. We mean by this that the 
Taft-Hartley law is already tending to re-estab- 
lish old-fashioned collective bargaining relation- 
ships between employer and employe, with neith- 
er leaning upon the Government as a crutch. 


Wise old Samuel Gompers, long the leader of 


the AFL, used to warn labor against accepting 
Government favors in the way of legislation, on 
the ground that, once the precedent of Govern- 
ment interference was established, the same in- 
terference might be used to labor’s detriment. 
In the light of the Gompers doctrine, the Wag- 
ner Act was not a total blessing for labor., If 
there had been no Wagner Act, there would be 
no Taft-Hartley law. „ | 

That historical point aside, the ink on the new 
law was hardly dry before John L. Lewis signed 
a contract with the coal operators. One provision 
was worded so.as to protect the UMWA from 
damage suits under the Taft-Hartley law as a 
result of strikes. A great to-do was raised about 
Mr. Hartley thought it was a

The plot in- 
cludes such wild schemes as to disqualify Jews 
as “Nazis,” old women as “prostitutes” and fac- 
tory workers as belonging to the “former land- 
ed nobility.” There can be no doubt about these 
grotesque charges. They are formally cited to 
the Hungarian Prime Minister, Lajos Dinnyes, 
by American and British authorities in Budapest. 

The western democracies should make an equal 
effort to see that this election is both free and 
honest. It may well be a turning point for Cen- 


tral Europe. Let the Kremlin know that the 
peoples of the United States and Britain stand 
for freedom of choice in the naming of popular 
representatives. Let the Kremlin know that 
democratic peoples believe in free elections for 
the men and women of Mako, Hungary, just as 
they believe in free élections for Chelsea, Lon- 
don, and Moberly, Mo,

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New Moves Against Greece 

The new Communist maneuver in Greece is 
an attempt by Russia to bring that country un- 
der its domination by doing what Leland Stowe 
says the Kremlin is doing in all the Soviet sat- 
ellite states: bringing pressure from the grass 
roots as well as from the top. As Mr. Stowe 
points out, this method is much more effective 
and is likely to be longer lasting than was the 
Nazi method of pressing from the top alone. 

In northern Greece the Kremlin is capitaliz- 
ing on what it can arouse of Pan-Slavism and 
of Macedonian separatism to supply the grass- 
roots pressure. The plan is for Greek Mace- 
donia to become the Républic of Macedonia with- 
in the Yugoslav federation—actually, a part of 
Yugoslavia. Bulgaria, as already agreed, would 
add Bulgarian Macedonia to it. In return, Bul- 
garia would be helped, in the over-all Soviet 
plan, to annex Thrace, as it Has long wanted to 
do. These are the ultimate objectives of the 
newly proclaimed Communist free state in 
northern Greece, 

As Mark Ethridge, head of the recent inquiry 
commission sent to the Balkans by the United 
Nations Security Council, wrote in the Post- 
Dispatch Aug. 10, if Macedonia and Thrace were 
lost, Greece could not persist as an independent 
nation. It would have lost some of its best 
farming lands and its tobacco production, Un- 
der sych circumstances, Mr. Ethridge wrote, it 
“would perhaps quickly sue for admission into 


the Soviet orbit.” 


The whole prestige of the United States is 
pledged by the Truman Doctrine to prevent any 
such eventuality. This country must redouble 
its efforts to prevent the integrity of Greece 
from being impaired by the substantial meas- 
ures which the Russian-directed rebellion is tak- 
ing to impair it. 
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“The criminals of some provinces,” says a re- 
port on India’s independence celebration, “have 
been promised that death sentences and jail 
terms will be remitted as part of the festivities.” 
Certainly sounds jolly... : 
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Five Billions— More or Less 


That confusion around the Capitol right now 
is purely mathematical. The Congressmen who 
remained behind when their colleagues took off 
for home and foreign points are trying to figure 
out just how much they “saved” the nation with 
their budget butchery last session. 

Senator Bridges puts it roughly at seven bil- 
lions, and Congressman Taber agrees, roughly. He 
includes two and a half billion dollars that “the 
bureaucrats might have spent,” but won't have 
a chance to. On the Democratic side, Senators 
Barkley and Lucas figure the actual fiscal cuts 
at a billion and a half after eliminating “phony 
reductions,” and Congressman Cannon generous- 
ly puts the whole saving at two billions. 

Evidently it all depends on what is a “phony” 
reduction, and how phony it is. A good example 
is the way the Republicans lopped $800,000,000 
out of Treasury funds, This was a routine sum 
for tax refunds which will have to be paid in any 
case, so this figure might be put down as phony 
in toto. 

The economy addicts also reduced Internal 
Revenue Bureau funds by $20,000,000. President 
Truman said this would require dismissal of 4000 
employes who were working on 30,000 leads to 
unpaid taxes. He estimated the likely loss of 
revenue at $400,000,000, or 20 times the alleged 
saving. 

Similar choice morsels of cockeyed economy 
helped create the present dispute between the 
parties, but it is good to note that the realm of 
disagreement has been narrowed down to a mere 
matter of five billion dollars. This is a nice 
round sum to disagree about. It should keep both 
sides busy adding and subtracting right up to 
November, 1948.

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A Good Example? 


Argentina has inserted economic questions into 
the Rio de Janeiro Conference which Rave no 
place there. They interfere with the business 
at hand, which is solely to write a hemispheric 
defense treaty. 

Grave differences of opinion exist on this one 
subject. Argentina has demanded a unanimous 
vote for action against aggressor nations, while 
the United States has held out for a two-thirds 
majority, but is now talking compromise. Secre- 
tary Marshall proposes a two-thirds rule on eco- 
nomic and similar kinds of sanctions, but no 
state shall be required to furnish armed forces 
without its consent.” 

Obviously Argentina’s project is no way to 
keep peace, A unanimous vote would give any 
one nation complete veto power, and if an Amer- 
ican state were itself an aggressor, it could pre- 
vent action against itself. The experience of the 
United Nations illustrates how ineffective an or- 
ganization can be when it is crippled by a rule 
for unanimous consent. 

Yet the Marshall compromise is not much su- 
perior. In this hemisphefe, there are only three 
or four powers with measurable military strength, 
and one, the United States, is far dominant. It 
would be highly unfortunate if any of these, and 
particularly the United States, should refuse to 
support military action against an aggressor. 

This conference at Rio was widely adver- 
tised as one which would be a “good example” 
for U.N. Instead it is in some danger of becom- 
ing a copy of U.N.’s weaknesses. The only sure 
way to set up a watch over Pan America’s peace 
is to provide a binding treaty for common ac- 
tion, and let no nation escape its consequences.

Facts About the War Dead 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Grim facts about bringing home American war dead should be ex- 
plained to next of kin, writer says; reburials will cause many mis- 
givings; Gls agree the fallen would wish to lie in reverently tended 
cemeteries overseas; money might better be used to help the living. 


G. Lester Walker in Foreign Service 


The first two ships returning the war 
dead will reach America in October, the War 
Department has announced—Editor’s note. 


Some day this fall a ship will enter San 
Francisco harbor bearing 6500 caskets con- 
taining the remains of American war dead. 
Long mortuary trains will be waiting. 


Thus will open one of the grimmest pa- 
geants ever staged by man—America’s war- 
dead reburial program. 


The preliminaries of this project have 
been in operation for some time, but some 
of the grimmer facts have yet to be ex- 
plained. Under the reburial program, au- 
thorized by Congress last May, the War 
Department has decided to question each 
recorded next of kin, 


Four alternatives are offered: Do you 
want the body returned home for reburial 
in a private cemetery? In a national ceme- 
tery? Do you want it returned to the de- 
ceased’s country of origin abroad? Or will 
you let it remain in a permanent United 
States military cemetery overseas? 


On the basis of letters already received 
by the War Department, more than 200,000 
will choose to have the body returned, 
Although available evidence overwhelm- 
ingly indicates that those who died wanted 
to lie beside the men they fought with, in 
the soil they won, it is the wishes of the 
living which the program will follow. 


What About Identity? 


The reburial project will bring doubts, 
misgivings and soul-searchings. The War 
Department frankly states that almost all 
our fighting men were buried without 
being embalmed, They are now little more 
than bones. 


The reburial program has absolutely no 
way of preventing relatives from opening 
the caskets, One officer’s widow wrote the 
War Department saying that she wished 
the body of her husband returned because 
their child had never seen its father! 


What about identification? On that 
score the next of kin can rest assured. No 
remains are named unless identity is es- 
tablished beyond a shadow of a doubt. 

But some matters of identity will bring 
a particularly heart-rending problem. A 
soldier died close to his fellows, in a 


bomber crash, or in a tank struck by a 
bomb. All the parts of all the bodies, and 
all the dog tags, were found, but which 
belonged to which could not be known. 


Then the War Department must explain 
that, because the remains could not be 
separately identified, all were buried to- 
gether in one grave. If the next of kin 
wish it, all will be brought back to the 
United States for reinterment together, in 
a national cemetery. 


What will be the total cost of the pro- 
gram? The War Department has pur- 
chased the steel, hermetically sealing cas- 
kets for $35,000,000. 


The next of kin, it is calculated, will pay 
out to funeral directors between $50,000,000 
and $60,000,000. Individual mortuary and 
funeral expenses will range from $200 to 
$300 into the thousands. Additional costs 
may be incurred for a private burial plot, 
unless the interment is to be at Govern- 
ment expense in a national cemetery. 


No Attempt to Persuade 


The Government expense will be $700 per 
body returned. The program, which is ex- 
pected to go on for five years, will require 
a total of about 3200, 000,000. 


Many who have attacked the reburial 
project have asked this question: “Could 
not these vast sums be used instead to do 
good for the living?” The Social Service 
Commission of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in New York has asked bitterly: 


“With millions of people in the world 
suffering and dying from lack of food, 
clothing and shelter, would it not be more 
truly Christian to feed the hungry, clothe 
the naked and minister to the living, rather 
than to have the bodies of our beloved dead 
brought home?” 

Thousands of returned veterans agree 
that the reverently tended permanent 
American military cemeteries—overlooking 
the Pacifie or the picturesque European 
countryside—are just where those who died 
most wish to sleep for eternity. But our 
war-dead reburial program does not at- 
tempt to persuade the next of kin that 
these are without question the most ap- 
propriate and beautiful places for fallen 
American soldiers,

stead, the loan was made, below the British 
estimated needs. It is this background ma- 
terial, studied in retrospect, which shows 
the ostrich approach of our politicians and 
the seeds of the present crisis. 

Relations with Russia are fully covered. 
for they are considered by the authors “the 
great problem of American foreign policy.” 
Condemning Russia for its iron-clad rule 
of Eastern Europe, they again search in 
the background and find that “the experi- 
ment of joint Anglo-American occupation 
and control of Italy may have been a good 
augury for future co-operation between 
these two allies. The exclusion of the So- 
viet Union from all voice in Italign matters 
was, however, a bad precedent for common 
action by the Big Three elsewhere.”

Out- 
side these points, they are expect- 
ing a smooth, well-rehearsed per- 
formance. Like all Latins, people 
here are acutely sensitive to the 
values of what the Italians call 
“making a bella figura.” They 
believe that, in the present state 
of international transition, with 
Secretary Marshall present at the 
opening and President Truman 
coming for the close, the United 
States Administration could not 
risk a faiure. 

Therefore Rio—in United States 
American eyes will not be a fail- 
ure.

An appeal to Missouri hospital 
administrators to speed up the 
process of supplying necessary 


information concerning their in- 
stitutions so that they can obtain 
funds for expansion was issued 
today by Ray F. McCarthy, chair- 
man of the State Hospital Advis- 
ory Council. 

The State Division of Health 
has been handicapped in the job 
of completing the necessary sur- 
vey because of insufficient per- 
sonnel and because of the slow- 
ness of hospital administrators, 
McCarthy. said.

This austerity note to Britain’s 
wedding of the century was made 
public along with the announce- 
ment that the Princess had chosen 
one of Normal Hartnell’s designs 
for her wedding dress. 

The trousseau will be omitted’ 
“in accordance with her parents’ 
wishes and owing to present-day 
conditions“ the palace statement 
said. 

“Present-day conditions” means 
that clothing is stringently ra- 
tioned and highly expensive. The 
idea seemed to be that Elizabeth 
—although the cost need not 
worry her and extra “rations” 
could be hers for the asking— 
wanted nothing that less fortu- 
nate brides could not have. Be- 
sides, she has a fairly large ward- 
robe left over from the royal 
visit to South Africa earlier this 


year. 

Details of the wedding gown 
will be kept secret ,until just be- 
fore the wedding, Elizabeth se- 
lected the Hartnell design from 
several submitted to her at Bal- 
moral castle in Scotland.

(SOVIET PRESSURE 


ON IRAN FOR Cll 
PAGT REPORTED 


Rumors of Troops Mass- 
ing as Parliament Meets 
to Consider Approving 
Tentative Agreement. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 18 (AP) — The 
Iranian Parliament moved today 
toward early consideration of a 
16-month-old oil agreement with 
Russia after electing Reza Hek- 


mat, Government party candidate, 


Jas permanent president by a vote 
of 73 to 36. 

Accreditation of members re- 
mained the only organizational 
hurdle before the legislative body 
tackles its agenda, which includes 
the Russian oil question, Ameri- 
can military credits and a request 
for a $250,000,000 loan from the 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development. 


Members expressed belief that 
debate on the oil question prob- 
ably would begin before the end 
of the week under urging by Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam, who. was said 


Ito be pressing for an early vote. 


Neutral sources said that the 
Russians appeared to be putting 
on pressure in an effort to win 
speedy approval of the oil agree- 
ment. 

An American Army officer who 
recently returned from the north- 
ern provinces said that 3000 Rus- 
sian troops were reported massed 


south of the Caucasus and that 
“invasion jitters’ were sweeping 
Tabriz and Meshed, The Iranian 
general staff was investigating 
reports that Russians were enter- 
ing the country, one and two at 
a time, posing as deserters from 
the Soviet Army. 

Under a _ tentative agreement 
reached on April 4, 1946, while 
Russian troops still were on 
Iranian soil, Russia would be 
granted large oil concessions in 
northern Iran if Parliament ap- 
proves. The agreement provided 
for establishment of a Russian- 
Iranian oil company in which 
Russia would be the majority 
stockholder for the first 25 years 
of a 50-year term. 

Submission of the proposal to 
Parliament has, been delayed and 
there have been reports of rising 
opposition among the deputies.

Farm land prices have gone up 
with farm ‘income—naturally. Yet 
farm mortgages have been re- 
duced.

tate worth 60 billion dollars, mort- 
gage debt is down to about five 
billions, or less than 10 cents on 
the dollar. Thus, farmers are in a 
much better position to survive a 
price decline than, say, in 1919-20. 
Then land values were boosted by 
an unparalleled postwar specula- 
tion. Iowa farms sold for as high 
as $400 an acre. Mortgages ran 
to eight and a half billions, or 
15 per cent of total farm values. 
Some farms, purchased on a shoe- 
string, were almost fully mort- 
gaged, and easy pickings for the 
sheriff. Farm speculation has 
been relatively moderate this time. 

Moreover, price supports will 
rule throughout 1948, which cush- 
tions against a drop. At the same 
time, European needs for Ameri- 
can foodstuffs will persist. For 
the farmers, potential consumers 
are not the problem. The main 
problem is dollars: Will Europe 
get them? , 

If Congress provides the funds 
to implement the Marshall plan, 
farmers will continue to be big 
buyers of agricultural implements, 
automobiles, refrigerators, hous- 
ing, and so on. But ultimately, 
American agriculture must pre- 
pare for a fundamental readjust- 
ment, similar to that of the late 
‘twenties, As Europe rebuilds its 
economy, as it begins producing its 
own foods, United States farm ex- 
ports will drop sharply. 

This presents a major problem 


for the next session of Congress. 
Here we are asking farmers to 
increase crop goals so as to 
feed Europe, knowing full well 
that these high exports cannot 
go on forever. Therefore it is 
only right and proper to extend 
price supports beyond 1948. Asa 
war measure, we guaranteed to 
support prices. Now we must do 
it as a peace measure. 
Meanwhile, there's no denying 
that farmers are well off. Some 
moderate drop in prices will not 
seriously endanger their strong 
economic position. Indeed, it 
would tend to cut the cost of liv- 
ing in urban areas, which in turn 
might diminish demands for wage 


increases.

The sine qua non of a music publisher is his demonstrating 
rooms. These are usually tiny cubicles, scarcely larger than 
the battered upright pianos they contain, each manned by a 
key-thumper who can transpose ad lib and torture a melody 
into any tempo for any purpose from a soft-shoe dance ac- 
companinment to a cry for help that would break your heart,

GETTING THESE SONGS before the public, or as the trade 
terms it, the “plug,” is perhaps the soul of the industry. There 
are scores of men and women infesting every raido station 
and theater where “flesh” performances still remain. Their 
business is to get their songs sung or played or whistled or 
even ground out on a hand organ. The big stars are hard to 
approach and the business, which is organized, has long ago 
put a foot down on what was fortherly an elaborate system 
of bribery, so that personality, pleading, pull, as often as actual 
merit and fitness, go to place songs with leading orchestras 
and ace headliners.

law, medicine or any other pro- 


fession.” 

A happily married man with 
four children, Dr. Vail’s word car- 
ries weight with his students. He 

continues: 

“The ship of marital happiness 
will never come in unless it is 
first sent out with a cargo of 
self-sacrifice. 

“It is impossible to legislate 
morality, Make divorce hard to 
get and couples will split up with- 
out it. Make marriage difficult 
to enter and couples will live to- 
gether without marriage. 

“Teach young people what to 
look for in a marriage partner, 
and how to keep a marriage 
happy, and you can solve the 
problem. 

“Youngsters expect marriage to 
be a lifetime ‘date’. They think 
happiness will just happen.

The women’s answers were: 
Lack of premarital information 
and preparation, mental immatur- 
ity, failure to know what to ex- 
pect from marriage and refusal 
to face responsibility. 

The men answered: Selfishness, 
jealousy, mistrust, putting indi- 
vidual interests before mutual in- 
terests, lack of personal cleanli- 
ness, lack of religious faith on the 
part of one or both, and inconsid- 
eration, 

Dr. Vall sums up the univer- 
sity experiment in teaching pre- 
marriage instruction with the 
statement: “It’s simply good com- 
mon sense to prepare youth for a 
happy marriage.”

You may be 
so complacent that your con- 
science no longer bothers you — 
but don’t bet on it. Sooner or 
later the fellow who cheats at sol- 
itaire looks around for his self- 
respect.
